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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: In page 6, the 
work "stoke". Appropriate correction is required. 
/2. In page 4, applicant discloses that the "natural energy conversion efficiency can 
easily be a factor of ten". What is this factor compared to? Was it calculated? How? 

Applicant is required to provide a clarification of these matters or correlation with 
art-accepted terminology so that a proper comparison with the prior art can be made. 
Applicant should be careful not to introduce any new matter into the disclosure (i.e., 
matter which is not supported by the disclosure as originally filed). 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 11 2: 

The specification sliall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 5, 7 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Applicant discloses an "energy conveying link", what is this link"? 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in tliis or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, nnore than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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6. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Syverson. 

Syverson discloses an operating system for generating electrical power for a source of 
input energy occurring at variable rates including a first rate at which the energy is 
safely captured and at a second rate which is captured by varying the impedance of the 
load for increasing the output current from the generator for increasing the mechanical 
impedance of the generator (column 5, lines 31-37, see also figures 5 and 8).
